Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  thirty-first 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  area  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1952. 

AS  will  be  seen  by  the  statistics  contained  in 
this  report,  there  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of 
infectious  diseases  during  the  year.  Medical 
practitioners  notified  108  infectious  diseases  during 
the  year,  forty-five  of  these  related  to  tuberculosis, 

33  pulmonary  and  12  non-pulmonary ,  This  is  an  increase 
over  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported  last 
year  but  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  12 
notifications  related  to  temporary  workers  resident  in 
the  workmens  camp  at  the  oil  refinery  site.  Isle  of  Grain 

During  the  year  there  were  382  births  yielding  a 
birth  rate  of  17,9  per  1,000  population  compared  with 
15,3  for  iSngland  and  Wales.  ®ie' death  rate  of  10.3  for 
220  deaths  also  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  of  11.3 
for  England  and  Wales . 

Details  of  Health  Services  provided  by  the  Kent 
County  Council  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 1946 
are  contained  in  the  report . 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Members  of  the  Co\moil  for  their  interest  and  the  support 
of  the  Staff  throughout  the  year..

DEATHS 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  numbered 
220,  comprising  124  males  and  96  females.  The  figiire 
is  arrived  at  after  deducting  deaths  of  non-residents 
and  adding  those  residents  who  died  outside  the  district. 

INPANT  MORTALITY  RATES 

There  were  14  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age,  comprising  8  males  and  6  females,  giving  an 
infantile  mortality  figure  of  36.64  per  1,000  births. 

There  were  7  stillbirths  registered  comprising 
4  males  and  5  females .

During  the,  summer  months ,  areas  of  water  on  Grain 
marshes  and  disused  gravel  pits  were  again  treated  for 
the  destruction  of  mosquito  lavaSo  Stables,  cowsheds 
and  dwelling  houses  were  sprayed  v/ith  insecticides  for 
the  destruction  of  the  adult  mosquitoes » 

No  cases  of  malaria  have  been  notified  on  the 
districts 

Mr.  P.G.  Shute,  Sir  Gordon  Co veil,  Major  General 
Dimond  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  representatives 
of  the  Royal  Navy  and  Port  of  Rochester  visited  the 
Isle  of  Grain  in  August  to  examine  the  problem  of  the 
control  of  mosquitoes,  particularly  the  species  capable 
of  carrying  malaria. 

Stretches  of  water  on  the  marshes  and  gravel  pits 
were  inspected  for  evidence  of  mosquito  lavae.  Attempts 
were  also  made  to  collect  specimens  of  adult  mosquitoes, 
but  as  the  District  Councils'  employee  had  been  systematically 
treating  the  ditches  and  farm  buildings,  very  few  specimens 
could  be  obtained. 

An  ijjspection  of  dwellings,  however,  showed  the 
presence  of  large  numbers,  particularly  in  the  dormitories 
of  the  Kent  Oil  Refinery  Workmens  libstel  where  many  adult 
female  mosquitoes  of  the  malarial  carrying  type  were  found 
on  the  mderside  of  spring  mattresses  and  in  lockers. 

Mr.  Shute  reported  that,  at  an  inspection  of  the  Grain 
area  earlier  in  the  year,  he  had  found  large  niunbers  of 
mosquitoes  capable  of  carrying  malaria  and  recalled  that 
at  the  end  of  the  first  ^orld  War  some  350  cases  of  malaria 
occurred  in  the  vicinity  of  Grain  amongst  persons  who  had 
never  been  abroad.  The  infection  in  these  cases  was 
undoubtedly  caused  by  mosquitoes  becoming  infected  by  the 
blood  of  troops  who  had  served  in  malarial  infected  areas 
overseas',  passing  on  the  disease  to  the  local  inhabitants. 

MPo  Shute  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  results 
obtained  by  th©  District  Council  in  greatly  reducing  the 
number  of  mosquitoes ^  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  many- 
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technicians  are  arriving  in  this  area  from  places  like 
Abadan  where  no  doubt  many,  of  them  contracted  malaria, 
further  steps  should  be  taken„ 

He  suggested  that  all  dw©lling3  should  be  sprayed 
with  insecticide  at  least  twice  a  year  and  various 
methods  of  applying  this  were  discussed.  Representatives 
of  the  Ministry  suggested  that  a  cheap  method  would  be  to 
supply  householders  with  spray  ejectors  ready  charged  with 
insecticide  and  instruct  them  in  their  use.  This  method 
was  applied  and, with  the  willing  co-operation  of  house¬ 
holders,  has  contributed  to  the  destruction  of  mosquitoes 
in  the  area.

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of 
a  comprehensive  ambulance  service  throughout  the  County. 

Other  than  in  cases  of  accident  and  emergency ^  no  ambulance 
will  be  provided 5  except  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  doctor, 
midwife,  hospital  or  District  Officer,  and  for  the  provision 
of  a  sitting^case  car  a  certificate  from  a  doctor  is  necessary. 

To  facilitate  the  call-out  of  ambulances  in  cases  of

TJie  ParisL  of  iialling  and  part  of  Cobiiaiu  are  supplied 
with  water  by  the  Mid--Kent  Water  Company ^  the  remainder  of 
the  district  being  supplied  by  the  Hlgham  and  Hundred  of  Hoo 
Wat  e r  Company « 


The  water  supplies  are  constant  and  the  sufficiency  is 
satisfactory  except  in  the  parishes  of  Isle  of  Grains  High 
Halstow  and  St.  Mary  Hoo.  The  inadequate  supplies  in  these 
parishes  were  principally  due  to  the  large  quantity  of  water 
being  taicen  from  the  mains  for  industrial  purposes  at  the 
Kent  Oil  Refinery ,  Grain.  The  Higham  and  Hundred  of  Hoo 


r  Company  propose  to  increase  the  supply  to  the  High 


Halstov/  area  by  meaiis  of  tv/o  pumping  stations  at  strategic 
positions  on  the  existing  mains.  To  increase  the  supply  at 
Grain  the  Water  Company  propose,,  subject  to  satisfactory 
sample  reports  of  the  v/atars  ^  to  augnent  the  mains  supply 
with  water  from  the  War  Department  bore  hole  situated  near 
the  village. 


Bacteriological  and  Chemical  examination  of  Water  Supplies. 

Eorty-five  bacteriological  and  five  chemical  samples  of 
water  were  taken  from  domestic  supplies  during  the  year.  All 
samples  showed  the  waters  to  be  good  waters  except  three,  two 
of  these  being  private  well  waters  where  the  wells  were  not 
suitably  protected  and  the  other  adverse  sample  was  taken  on 
the  building  site  of  Kent  Oil  Refinery  where  constant  disturbance 
of  the  v/ater  Eiains  and  the  making  of  new  connections  would 
account  for  this-. 


The  five  samples  taken  for  chemical  analysis  consisting 
of  four  untreated  and  one  treated  waters  showed  the  waters  to 
be  of  great  organic  purity  though  hard. 

A  Survey  of  water  supplies  to  dv/elling  houses  was  carried 
out  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  results  of  the  survey  are

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  department 
for  the  year  1952. 

Public  Health  Act,  1956 

During  the  year  702  inspections  were  made  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  In  six  cases  only 
it  was  necessary  to  serve  statutory  notices  in  order  to 
have  nuisances  abated.  The  situation  regarding  the 
carrying  out  of  repairs  was  somewhat  easier  during  the 
year,  but  owners  of  tenanted  dwelling  houses  are  unwilling 
to  do  other  than  essential  repairs,  due  chiefly  to  the 
uneconomic  rents  v/hlch  are  at  present  controlled  by  the 
Rent  Restriction  Acts.
